or placed far from the reach of man, of which 
a more liberal diftribution, or more eafy acqui- 
fition would increafe real and rational felicity. 

Iron is common and gold is rare. Iron con- 
tributes fo much to fupply the wants of nature, 
that its ufe conftitutes much of the difference 
between favage and polifhed life, between the 
ftate of him that flumbers in European palaces, 
and him that fhelters him(elf in the cavities of 
a rock from thé chilnefs of the night, or the 
violence of the itorm. Gold can never be har- 
dened into faws or axes ; it can neither furnith 
inftruments of manufaéture, utenfils of agricul- 
ture, nor weapons of defence ; its only quality 
is to fhine, and the value of its luftre arifes trom 






. its{carcity. 


Throughout the whole circle, both of natu- 
ral and moral life, neceflaries are as Iron, and 
fuperfluities as Gold. What we really need we 
may readily obtain; fo readily, that far the 
greater part of mankind has, in the wantonnefs 
ot abundance, confounded natural with artifi- 
cial defires, and invented neceflities for the take 
ot employment, becaufe the mind is impatient 
of inaétion, and life is fu‘tained with fo little 
Jabour, that the tedioufne(s of idle time cannot 
otherwife be fupported. 


Superfluity and difficulty begin together. To 
drefs food for the ftomach is eafy, the art is to 
irritate the palate when the ftomach is fufficed. 
A rude hand may build walls, form roots, and 
lay floors, and provide all that warmth and fe- 
curity require; we only call the nicer artificers 
to carve the cornice, or to: paint the cielings. 
Such drefs as may enable the body to endure the 
different feafons the moft unenlightened na- 
tions have been able to procure, but the work 
of fcience begins in the ambition of diftinétion, 
in variations of fafhion and emulation of ele- 
gance. Corn grows with eafy culture, the 
gardiner’s experiments are only employed to 
exalt the flavours of fruits and brighten the co- 
lours of flowers. 

Even of knowledge, thofe parts are moft eafy, 
which are generally neceflary. The intercourfe 
of fociety is maintained without the elegancies 
of language. Figures, criticifms and refinements 
are the work of thofe whom idlenefs makes 
weary of themfelves. The commerce of the 
world is carried on by eafy methods of com- 
putation. Subtilty and ftudy are required only 
when queltions are invented, merely to puzzle, 
and calculations are extended to thew the {kill 
of the calculator. The light of the Sun is 
equally beneficial to him, whofe eyes tell him 
that it moves, and to him whole reafon per- 
fuades him that it ftands ftill. And plants grow 
with the fame luxuriance, whether we fuppofe 
earth or water the parent of vegetation. 

If we raife our thoughts to nobler enquiries, 
we fhall {till find facility concurring with ule- 
fulnefs. No man needs itay to be virtuous till 
the moralifts have determined the eflence of 
virtue; our duty is made apparent by its proxi- 
mate confequences, tho’ the general and ulti- 
mate reafon fhould never be difcovered. Reli- 
gion may regulate the life of him to whom the 
Scotifts and Thomitts are alike unknown, and 
the aflerters of fate and free will agree to act in 

ithe {ame manner.

Dr. Wallis, in the Plilofophical Tranfactions,- 
bears fo ftrong a refemblance of that which 
was lately feen in many diftant parts of this 
kingdom, that I am perfuaded you will agree 
with me in thinking it fit-to accompany thofe 
accounts of the late Meteor which have been 
Jaid before the Public..

SEPT. 20, 3676, about feven of the clock 

at night, or foon after, there appeared a: 
fudden light, equal. to that of noon-day ; fo 
that the finalleft pin or ftraw might be ‘een ly- 
ing onthe ground. And above in the air was 
fee (at no great diitance as was fuppofed) a: 
long appearance as of fire ; like a long arm (for 
fo it was defcribed to me) with a great knob at 
the end of it, thooting along very fwiftly : 
and, at its difappearing, feemed to break into 
{mall {parks or parcels of fire, like as rockets, 
and fuch artificial fire works in the air are wont- 
todo. It was fo furprizing and of fo fhort con- 
tinuanee, that it was fcarce teen by any who: 
did not then happen to-be abroad. Iam told 
by fome, that it {carce continued longer than- 
while one might telk 15 or 20. at. the molt ; 
which will be lefs than halfa-minute. All this 
might happen well enough from:fome firey Me- 
teor in our air; asa-draco volans (as fome have 
been pleafed to call this) or the like. But 
that which makes it to me the more furprizing 
is this, that I find the fame to have been. feen 
in moft parts of E:«land, and at or near the 
fame time; as not only at Oxford and in Oxe 
tordfhire, but alfo in Northamptonthire, Glou-- 
cefterfhire, Worcelterfhire, Somerfetfhire, De- 
vonfiire; Hampfhire, Suffex, Surry, Kent, Ef 
fex, and (particularly) by the Watermen on the 
Thames, in their pailage between Gravefend 
and London. 

“ This is a great breadth of ground, and too 
much for any ordinary Meteor in our lower re- 
gion of the air to be feen in at once; which ar- 
gues that either it was higher than was imagin- 
ed (though the Jight of it reached the earth) or 
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elfe, that it had a veryfwift motion. This made 
me then conjecture that it might be fome {mall 


‘Comet, whofe linea trajeforia pafled very near 


our earth, or upon it; and might, when far- 
ther dittant from us, appear as a Comet : And 
that Comet which hath fince appeared in April 
and May confirm me in the fame opinion ; 
which I conjefture may be the very fame which 

ailed by us in September laft. Why it was not 
Sam ies I cannot tell, fave what is the com- 
mon fate of moft Comets, that they are feldom 
obferved till after their neareft diftance from us; 
and perhaps it may have been fo near the fun 
(as to its vifible place) as not to be much above 
‘our horizon, fave in the day-time. And for 
the like reafon it may be, that in September | 
lait, when it paffed by us, it was no more feen 
abroad in other parts; it might pafs them in| 
the day-time, being but in the twilight with 
us; and had it been one hour fooner, the day- 
light would have hindered us from feeing it. 
Which way its motion was when near us I caii- 
not conclude, fo as to fatisfy myfelf ; for moft 
‘that faw it being fuddenly furprized, took little 
more notice of it than that it fuddenly appeared, 
and was fuddenly gone, but faw it fo little time 
as fcarce to mark which way. By the account 
I had from one in Northamptonfhire (between 
Brackly and Banbury) it fhould feem to have 
«moved there towards the South-Weft. By the 
account I had from one who faw it in Hamp- 
fhire (between Winchefter and Southampton) it 
thould feem to be towards the South-Eaft: from 
others I have nothing of certainty, and there- 
fore can conclude nothing. Its motion might 
then feem to us the fwifter, if its proper motion 
were then one way, and the earth’s motion here 
at the fame time contrary to it. And it is not 
impoflible that its dafhing againft the earth 
might difturb its motion, as when clouds in their 
pailage meet with moustains.”

A Preparation for rendering WOOD ls 
combuftible. 


KE MPERIENCE fufficiently proves, that dry 
|‘, wood flames in the fire, and that one kind 
of wood burns fooner than another. 

The more oily parts there are in wood, the 
more its pores are open, and the more they are 
fhut within, the fire muft aét with more force 
to diflolve it. The oil nourifhes the fire, and 
the air contained in the pores of the wood aug- 
ments the feparation and dilatation of the parts, 
which keep the matter of the wood together, or 
furmounts and deitroys the attraction by which 
the particles of the wood cohere. 

We know there is in nature, a quantity of 
falts, which do not kindle in the fire, doubtiefs, 
becaufe they do not contain oil, which ferves as 
match in natural bodies. Among thefe falts 
may be reckoned alum, which being heated, 
rifes up ina kind of a blifter, occafioned by the 
phlegm and air; but this initantly finks into a 
dry and calcined matter, which will not confume 
in the fire. Wherefore fuch an incombuitible 
falt, being infinuated into the little corners, 
and concealed pores of the wood, foas to drive 
owt all the air, which-they formerly contained ; 
the fire can no longer act upon the oily particles 
of the wood, thus preferved by the falt which 
lives their receptacles. 

Befides, we know that dry wood receives a 
quantity of water in its pores, and that falt put 
in water, melts and diffolves, until the water is 
perfectly impregnated with it. Hence it is evi- 
gent, that when dry wood is fteeped in water 
thus impregnated, the particles of the falt mutt 

enetraic into the fmall interitices, aud conceal- 
ed poresof the wood. Now, if the falt in quef- 
tion is naturally incombuftible, when the water 
is Cried up,-the wood mutt retilt the fire, on zc-| 
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count of the faline particles with which it is lin- | ** perfeverance in THIS mathol alone be was f? 


ed, confequently become lefs combuttible, 

This fact isconfirmed by the following proof. 
The people that worked in an alum mine, threw 
into the fire feveral picces of old tubs, and other 
vefiels which had been much ufed in - boiling 
alum: but thefe fragments of wood, being pe- 
netrated with alum, would by no means take 
fire, aithough they were left a long time among 
other combuftibles. The force of an oven heat, 
however, confumed them at Jaf ; out they never 
kindied into flame. 

From what has been faid, it is eafy to com- 
prehend the caufe of this incombuttibility. It is 
evident, for the fame reafon,*that if the pores 
of the wood were occupied by other falts of the 
fame nature with that of alum, the effeét of the 
flame upon it would be lefS, and the diffolution 
rendered {till more difficult. This perteétly 
agrees with what has been advanced by a great 
Naturalift, who pretends, that if feveral incom- 
buttible falts, fuch as {ea falt, vitriol and alum 
mixed together, be diflolved in water, any fort 
of wood boiled in that water, will acquire from 
it the virtue of preferving itlelf againit the 
action of fire. 

This method would, doubtlefs, be of great 
advantage, could it be practifed upon timber for 
Carpenters work ; and perhaps it will be one 
day brought to fuch perfection. But, inthe mean 
time, it may be advantageoufly ufed, in prepar- 
ing wood for inlaying cabinets, and wainfcoat- 
ing apartments ; thus preventing fuch fatal fixes 
as have been more than once occafioned by a 
fimple communication of the fire in the chim- 
ney, with the board that was neareft it. This 
preparation may likewife be ufed upon wooden 
inftruments that approach the fire, fuch as oven- 
forks, fhovels, &c. efpecially in remote places, 
where it is not eafy to find others, when thofe 
which people have, are fuddenly damaged or 
rendered ulelefs by the fire. Ina word, work- 
men may, by means of this water, make feveral 
curious improvements, as the falts will infalli- 
bly communicate to the wood, a folidity which 
nature has refufed.
